The Johnstone’s Paint Trophy 
was created in September 
2006. 

The tournament features all 
48 clubs from League One and 
League Two and is split into 
northern and southern regions. 

The first of many memories 
was created in front of 59,024 
supporters at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Stadium, with 
Doncaster Rovers beating 
Bristol Rovers 3-2 in extra 
time. 


The final match is usually 
played on March 28. However, 
it has changed this year to 
Sunday, April 7. 

The trophy has also broken 
record amounts for crowd 
attendance. 

In 2010 Southampton shat¬ 
tered records on the field by 
claiming a 4-1 victory over

Volunteers needed 
to protect rare birds

ESSEX Wildlife Trust is looking for 
volunteers to help protect a habitat 
where Avocet birds live and breed. 

The call comes after the birds have 
successfully hatched offspring on Two 
Tree Island. 

However, in the past the birds have 
faced trouble with eggs being stolen 
from the Island in 2004 and 2005. 

Now in its eighth year the ‘Egg 
Watch’ scheme has seen hundreds of 


people volunteering to protect the 
species. 

Although the birds are increasing on 
the Island, last year saw chicks killed 
by a dog as they nested on the ground. 

In 2011 a man was also jailed for six 
months for taking 12 eggs from the 
island. 

Listed on Schedule 1 of the Wildlife 
and Countryside Act 1981, it is an 
offence to take, injure or kill an Avocet 
or take, damage or destroy its nest, 
eggs or young. It is also an offence to 
intentionally or recklessly disturb the 


birds at or close to their nest during the 
breeding season. 

Violation of the law can mean fines 
of up to £5,000 per offence, or a prison 
sentence of up to six months. 

Louise Morris, Southend environ¬ 
mental projects manager, working in 
partnership with Essex Wildlife Trust 
and Southend Council, asked people 
to volunteer for a few hours a week. 

She said: “This amazing project is a 
real community effort between a 
whole range of partners. 

“Most of our volunteers come from 


Southend and Essex, but some have 
travelled as far as from County 
Durham. 

“It’s a great reason to visit this 
superb nature reserve, as well as 
potentially very rewarding bird watch¬ 
ing, and of vital importance to our 
wonderful Avocets.”

Council outline 
culture proposals 

SOUTHEND Council has announced its plans for cul¬ 
ture for the next ten years in a report called Culture- 
on-Sea. 

In the proposal the authority sets out cultural objec¬ 
tives, including aims to host the Turner Prize exhibi¬ 
tion in Southend when the £27 million Forum opens in 
September, and to host a major cultural conference. 

With the removal of the Airshow this year some of 
the money saved will be spent on events that will 
increase tourism in the town. 

Another objective the authority has set itself is to run 
a two week cultural festival that will attract visitors 
from overseas. 

A focus has also been put on trying to attract visitors 
staying in town overnight as well as during the day. 

A £70,000 fund has been set aside for proposed 
events. 

In the proposals the council states that any events 
that happen should have a strong emphasis on sup¬ 
porting tourism outside of its traditional peak. 

Part of the ten year plan is to open the new museum 
on the seafront and to try and increase Southend’s 
presence at the Edinburgh Festival. 

The town is also aiming at trying to become one of 
the top ten places to visit for a cultural experience in a 
national publication. 

Councillor for culture and tourism, Derek Jarvis, 
said the issues in the Culture-on-Sea report were 
something the council wanted to achieve in the next 
decade. 

Cllr Jarvis said: “These are the aspirations we want 
to bring to the town. 

“We are lucky enough to have Andrew Hunt who 
was a Turner prize judge so it may be the case we 
could host the exhibition event before the winner is 
announced. 

“It covers a long period of time there are lots of 
things we want to achieve. 

“We want to achieve the City of Culture by 2017 and 
get the Turner prize exhibition here before 2023.”

It aims to reduce carbon emissions and 
energy costs for Southend residents while 
also increasing the life span of houses.

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Airshow campaigner looks to 
next year to bring back event

A MAN who tried to save this year’s 
Southend Airshow is trying to resur¬ 
rect it in time for next year. 

Tom Curtis, from Honiton Road, in 
Southend, set up the Save Southend 
Airshow page on Facebook in 
January after the council announced 
it was thinking of axing the air 
festival. 

The group now has more than 
15,000 supporters and Mr Curtis, 29, 
wants to try and raise money to get 
the Airshow back in town next year. 

Mr Curtis, who runs his own mar¬ 
keting company, explained he met 
with councillors on Monday, March 
18, and they had agreed if he could 
raise the money they would help him 
put on the Airshow. 

He said: “The council may have 
voted against it to save a £130,000 
short fall, but they have been helping 
me with trying to arrange things. 

“On Monday night they said if I 
can make up the shortfall they will 
help me put it on. 

“I’ve always loved the Airshow 
and try to get to see it as much as 
possible. 

It’s great for the town and brings 
people here. 

“I am already in discussions with 
some local businesses and that is 
going well for getting some 
sponsorship.” 

Councillor for culture and tourism, 


Derek Jarvis, said the meeting had 
gone well between the two groups. 

He said: “We have said to Mr 
Curtis if he can raise the money for 
the Airshow then we would help him 


with the organisation of it. 

“The council will not be putting 
any money towards it though, in 
reality the Airshow costs more than 
the £130,000 stated in the budget. 


“The Airshow was someone else’s 
idea 27 years ago, it has been run in 
the past with sponsorship but the 
council are just not in a position to 
do it financially.”

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Bypass plan not dead yet 


THE leader of Southend Council has refused to 
rule out plans to build a new by-pass in Rochford. 

Conservative councillor Nigel Holdcroft, said 
that a new by-pass could be built if the money 
could be found to finance the scheme and if local 
councils in the area support proposals for a new 
road. 

He said: “The road could not be contemplated 
without the agreement of all relevant local author¬ 
ities and the likelihood of attracting the necessary 
finance in the current climate is highly unlikely 

“Clearly transport infrastructure is very impor¬ 
tant to Southend, Castle Point and Rochford if we 
are going to ensure we remain accessible for resi¬ 


dents, visitors and businesses as there remains a 
real risk, which is shared by many coastal com¬ 
munities, that this will be a major block to 
regeneration.” 

Mr Holdcroft’s comments come after the South 
East Essex Friends of the Earth raised concerns 
that plans to build a by-pass in Rochford, which 
were abandoned in 2001, could be resurrected. 

The group fear the Southend Tories will attempt 
to use the latest version of the Southend Airport & 
Environs Joint Area Action Plan (JAAP) to drive 
through a new outer by-pass through Rochford. 

Friends of the Earth spokesman, Jon Fuller, 
said: “We are vigorously opposed to a new by¬ 


pass and hope people will remember that the orig¬ 
inal scheme in the late 1990s blighted property for 
years. 

Mr Fuller was a leading member of a pressure 
group, which overturned the proposals in 2001 
after convincing politicians a new road could lead 
to development of 30,000 new houses. 

He added: “The government has never agreed to 
any new road scheme without some sort of link to 
a huge increase in housing allocation. It seems 
that we’ve got to fight the same old fight again.” 

Vic Leach, chairman of Hawkwell Parish 
Council, said that the JAAP had a Tack of vision’. 

He said: “I believe that Southend Council has

missed a real opportunity to make much needed 
improvements in the local area. It’s disappointing 
that the JAAP does not include any proposals for 
a Park & Ride scheme like the very successful one 
in Chelmsford.

Police hunt 
football train 
abuse louts 

A GROUP of football louts who shouted 
abuse to train passengers pushed a pregnant 
lady as she tried to get off of the train. 

The gang of seven football supporters were 
on a train heading towards Southend Victoria 
train station, from Liverpool Street, on 
Tuesday, March 12, at around 6.20pm ahead of 
the Southend United v AFC Wimbledon game. 

As the train left Stratford station the group 
became disruptive, shouting loud and abusive 
chants to other passengers on board. 

Sargeant Rocky Jassel, based at Southend’s 
British Transport Police (BTP) office, 
explained the group then turned their rants 
towards a pregnant lady who tried to leave the 
train at Billericay station. 

Sgt Jassel said: “As she squeezed past the 
group, one of the men pushed her in the back. 
“Although she was not injured, the ordeal left 
her and many other passengers on board 
extremely uncomfortable. 

“This must have been a very frightening 
experience for those on board the train simply 
trying to make their way home from work. 

“This kind of behaviour is very rare on the 
rail network, and, when it does occur, officers 
carry out an extensive investigation in order to 
bring those who think they can act in such an 
anti-social manner to justice.” 

Officers are continuing their enquiries by 
looking at CCTV footage from trains and 
stations. 

The men are described as all white, aged 
between 15 and 19-years-old. 

One of the men officers are keen to speak to 
was described as of heavy build with straw¬ 
berry blonde hair.

A HOSPICE nurse will be one 
of thousands of people taking 
part in this year’s London 
Marathon. 

Colette Wilks, who is one of 
the Fair Havens’ Macmillan 
nurses, will be running the 
gruelling 26.2 miles around 
the capital on Sunday, April 21 
after being inspired by the 
patients that she cares for.

She said: “I decided to apply 
for the marathon following the 
death of two patients under our 
care who were 36 and 49. It 
makes you realise that you 
have to live for the moment. I 
really think that being a 
Macmillan nurse at Fair 
Havens for nearly five years 
now really has enhanced my 
life.” 

Colette, who is now lead 
Macmillan Nurse for Fair 
Havens’ community hospice 
service, is making good 
progress with her training and 
is busy fundraising to meet her 
target of £1,500 sponsorship. 

The marathon will be quite 
different to Colette’s typical 
start to the day, which usually 
begins with a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss new and existing patients 
in need of specialist care. This 
includes reviewing their notes, 


liaising with their GP and 
other healthcare professionals 
and service referrals if 
required. 

Colette added: “Every day is 
different. Patients under our 
care have complex needs. Pain, 
anxiety, shortness of breath, 
nausea and vomiting are com¬ 
mon symptoms. Often people’s 
emotions can have a real 
impact on their physical health 
so we treat our patients 
holistically.

Gum tax 
would solve 
problem 

WITH the government promot¬ 
ing a policy of austerity leading 
to cuts affecting most of us, the 
government should welcome 
proposals that will achieve this. 

I have written to Eric Pickles, 
Minister for Communities and 
Local Government and pro¬ 
posed that given the vast cost of 
clearing litter, and specifically 
chewing gum, he should 
impose a tax on the chewing 
gum manufacturers to finance 
the cost of cleansing which we 
pay for whether we chew or not. 
This would enable local coun¬ 
cils to reduce the amount we 
pay as council tax. 

In the UK, local councils 
spend in excess of £150million 
a year removing discarded gum, 
by using freezing machines, 
high pressure hoses and corro¬ 
sive chemicals. This annual and 
reoccurring expense to the 
ratepayer could be saved, if pre¬ 
sent chewing gum was replaced 
by the environmentally friendly 
new gum. 

Chewing gum that is water 
soluble, that dissolves from 
pavements in 24 hours, is avail¬ 
able as ‘clean gum’, made of 
polymer and has been available 
since 2009. Also available is 
‘Revolmer’ approved by the US 
safety authority. 

These have the same texture 
as its stickier counterpart. 
Chewing gum currently manu¬ 


factured is made from synthetic 
latex and as we all know is 
resistant to the weather and is 
strongly adhesive. 

Baroness Hahnam, under sec¬ 
retary of state, replied for Eric 
Pickles and was not enthusiastic 
to my proposal to Titter tax’ the 
chewing gum producers and 
stated that the chancellor keeps 
all taxes under review and it is 
important to consider the poten¬ 
tial impact from imposing any 
additional costs on business. So 
it is ok for us to pay our rates to 
finance gum clearance, but we 
cannot penalise the chewing 
gum companies by taxing their 
profits.

Relocating 
Longwood is 
not viable 

DRY Street Pastures area is a 
valuable wildlife site containing 
rare and valuable wildlife and 
plants and as such should be 
protected at all costs for the use 


and recreation of the 
public. 

The proposal is to redevelop 
the area for housing, the demo¬ 
lition of the Longwood 
Equestrian Centre to also allow 
new build housing which will 
in turn provide the council with 
the finances to relocate and 
build a new Basildon College 
nearer the town centre. 

I have been following the 
developments of the above for 
some time and have listened to 
the arguments for and against 
the redevelopment the Dry 
Street area. 

Longwood Equestrian centre 
has for many years in the past 
provided many, many hours of 
recreation as it has to countless 
other members of the public. Its 
establishment has played a very 
big part in providing this coun¬ 
try with competitors to a very 
high international standard of 
equestrian competence in all 
disciplines of horsemanship. It 
has also provided educational 
recreation for many people of 
all walks of life including chil¬ 
dren with learning difficulties 
and disabilities. 

Longwood’s facilities and 
location are second to none in 
providing this. To many it is a 
home from home, a convenient 
local facility where they can 
pursue their hobby with their 
families and pets and a place 
where they can meet other like- 
minded people and learn from 
each other. To others it is a 
business and to some it is a 
source of employment not just 
within Longwood but from out¬ 
side as well. 

Because of Longwood’s 
unique location, it has good 
road links to the A13, A127, 
A130, M25 and beyond, it pro¬ 
vides a safe access for all ages 
to more than 20 miles of bridle¬ 
ways within the One Tree Hill 
Country Park and Langdon 
Hills and other country parks 
where horses can be properly 
exercised giving hours of enjoy¬ 
ment and pleasure. With links 
to the National Bridleways 
Network it provides people 
access to a facility that puts on 
regular horse shows throughout 
the year indoors and out in its 
purpose built show ground and 
lets people attend these shows 
without the cost of transport to 
get there. 

All of these shows are also 
open to the public to watch free 
in their grounds weather 
indoors in their large seated 
arena and restaurant or 
outdoors. 

Longwood’s Equestrian 
Centre is in the perfect location 
to pursue equestrian activities. 
Over recent years equestrian 
facilities of this standard that 
were dotted around outer 
London and the home counties 
and locally have been slowly 
eroded by greedy developers 
that can only see development 
investment and wealth before 
taking into consideration all the 
facts and trying to use their 
weight and clout to bully ordi¬ 
nary people and councils into 
submission by offering ill-con¬ 
sidered alternatives. 

The proposed removal of 
Longwood to a site on Pitsea 
marshes / landfill tip before its 
re-establishment would be the 


death of Longwood and every¬ 
thing it stands for. The new 
facilities would have to be 
established months before a 
move by its residents (mainly 
the horses) could ever be 
considered. 

How can planning permission 
for the proposed demolition of 
Longwood ever be granted 
before the plans for its replace¬ 
ment be granted? Any decisions 
made must be done with con¬ 
sultation with the public and 
concerned bodies but so far 
planning meetings are continu¬ 
ally being cancelled. Only the 
council can answer why? 

The public have a right to 
know what is going on but it is 
getting very hard to get any¬ 
thing useful from them even 
though GAG is trying their 
hardest. 

The proposed relocation site 
is full of problems: 

Logistically access to the area 
is very limited by an already 
overloaded railway bridge and 
level crossing. With the extra 
amount of traffic that would be 
generated by any redevelop¬ 
ment it would be at a detriment 
to the already established facili¬ 
ties. This is not an area where 
horse riders can safely ride 
given the amount of heavy fast 
traffic and the confines of the 
railway bridge and crossing that 
would seriously limit their 
scope to travel further afield. 
The proposed location would 
certainly not give horse riders 
access to the facilities they cur¬ 
rently use such as One Tree hill 
Country Park. 

Travel in an easterly direction 
towards Canvey, Benfleet, 
Hadleigh and beyond is also out 
of the question for riders 
unless major road, rail and 
water obstructions are over¬ 
come. 

The ground conditions in the 
area are unstable to say the least 
as far as erecting permanent 
buildings is concerned. The 
area is on a flood plain and 
nobody can get permission to 
build on it, well certainly not 
the public. The close proximity 
of the landfill tip also brings its 
own problems with toxic and 
obnoxious gas emissions ever 
present in the surrounding 
areas. 

If this is such a great reloca¬ 
tion area why doesn’t the coun¬ 
cil protect the Dry Street 
Pasture area and sell / lease it 
out to Essex Wildlife Trust and 
The Longwood Centre 
Management long term and 
build the new homes around 
Wat Tyler Park, an area that is 
more widely frequented by gen¬ 
eral public and their families? 
The revenue would still be 
available to fund a new college 
then as well as keeping every¬ 
one happy. 

We need continued support to 
protect our countryside and 
maintain the quality of life it 
brings to the public. 

Here’s hoping for a brighter 
better future

PLANS to build a third road off Canvey Island are being 
put back on the government agenda. 

Conservative MP for Castle Point Rebecca Harris and 
Canvey county councillor, Ray Howard, have secured a 
meeting with transport minister Stephen Hammond to 
discuss the option of a third road. 

They are seeking government backing for a scheme to 
create a road by extending Northwick Road. 

Ms Harris said: “Previously Ray and I bought the min¬ 
ister here to see how badly a third road is needed. A third 
road is the number one issue for many people on Canvey 
and with the government’s new focus on boosting local 
infrastructure, it could be a good time to be making the 
case.” 

Cllr Howard said: “Getting a third road off of our 
island is something that I have been campaigning for on 
behalf of residents for a long time. I believe now, with 
the im min ent opening of the London Gateway super 


port, the proposed opening of a business park at the junc¬ 
tion of Northwick Road and the new Roscommon Way, 
the economic case for a third road off Canvey has never 
been so strong. 

“The great thing about extending Northwick Road is 
that it would provide a point of access and exit to the 
island that doesn’t mean drivers have to go via Waterside 
Farm roundabout.” 

Mrs Harris agreed that a third road off Canvey could 
help boost the economy of the whole borough and would 
make a major difference to the day-to-day lives of many 
people living on the island. 

Transport minister Stephen Hammond MP has agreed 
to meet with Mr Howard and Mrs Harris after receiving 
a letter from them setting out the economic case for a 
third road for Canvey. 

Officers from Essex County Council and Castle Point 
Council are also expected to attend the talks.

Bloodshed isn’t gratuitous and Singer 
keeps most of the dismemberment off 
screen or blurred in the background. 

There are casualties in every war and 
when mankind engages the giants in titanic 
battle, the body count on both sides is 
high.

Q. I’m thinking of buying some land with a 
view to building on it. Do you have any 
general advice? 

A. The best piece of advice I can give you is 
simply this: think very carefully about what 
you’re considering taking on! 

Of course, for many people, building their 
own property is the ultimate dream, and can be uniquely satisfying. It can even 
be relatively cost-effective. Nevertheless, the potential headaches and pitfalls 
are almost too numerous to mention. We’ve all seen those TV programmes! 
Obviously, you can employ an architect and project manager to handle the 
whole thing on your behalf, but this can be pretty expensive. Alternatively, you 
may like to make enquiries locally to see if there are any other people who 
might be interested in forming a self-build group. At least this will mean you’re 
not tackling things all on your own - which is the only other choice. In fact, this 
is not necessarily a problem, but dealing with planning and building control 
departments, builders, suppliers, public utilities and all the rest can all too 
easily turn into a real-life nightmare. 

But be that as it may...if you really are one of those relatively rare people who 
thrive on this sort of challenge, then obviously your first step is to track down 
a suitable piece of land. That in itself is no easy task. After all, we live in a fairly 
small, crowded island. Obviously, if you’re not particularly fussed where you 
live, then this will be less of a problem. But that’s not true for most of us. 
Some estate agents - although by no means all - do deal in land. Alternatively, 
there are a number of websites these days that specialise in this area. 
Nevertheless, you need to bear in mind that buying land without planning 
permission can be a huge gamble - while conversely, land which already has 
planning permission is obviously going to be a lot more expensive. 

Believe me, I’m not trying to put you off. After all, it’s only a year or so ago that 
the Housing Minister himself was singing the praises of self-build, and 
launching a new initiative to encourage it. But then again, precious little has 
been heard of that initiative since - and of course, we now have a different 
Housing Minister... 





Landlord Question 

I rent a flat out in Southend, It’s a decent flat, in a good block, and I’ve rarely had any problems over the 
past 6 years. I’ve found a great new tenant and he’s passed the referencing process and has a good job 
and income. He’s a professional guy working in the city and I didn’t expect him to be any bother. However, 
he has asked that the locks be changed before he moves in because he is concerned that previous 
tenants may still have a set of keys and this may affect his security. I don’t really think this is necessary. 
Should I agree to his demands? 

Think Property Answer 

One thing we’ve noticed in recent years is that tenants have become increasingly interested in the security 
of a property they want to rent. We reckon that’s because, generally, people have more nickable things 
these days. 

Laptops, plasma televisions, DVD players, decent bikes, iPods and smartphones and the like. It’s also 
typically something that affects tenants in higher end properties. 

So. you have two questions to ask. What’s it going to cost you? And is it a dealbreaker for the tenant? 
Depending on the locks you have in place, the costs will vary. But we’d say it’s in the region of £50.00 - 
£100.00 for two sets, Probably less. 

His fear isn’t unreasonable. If you’ve been renting the place out for six years, there could be a set of keys 
out there or a past tenant may have had a set copied. It may feel unlikely, even implausible, but it’s a 
possible risk, 

You might also want to contact your local police. If you do decide to have the locks changed, it’s worth 
having a security audit undertaken by the local cops. They are usually happy to help and will come up with 
some bright ideas you might want to take on board. Their advice is free, even if the security improvments 
won’t be. But they will likely be inexpensive and include changing the locks.

Ford’s 

By Jonathan Crouch 


T HE Ford Kuga is 

back, bigger and better 
than ever before. 

There’s still no seven seat 
option but with an extra 
81 mm of length and an 
additional 71 litres of carrying 
capacity, it’s a far more prac¬ 
tical proposition than before 
and just as good to drive. 
Especially in 1.6-litre 
EcoBoost petrol form. 

The few Kuga customers 
who decide against the cou¬ 
ple of 2.0-litre TDCi diesel on 
offer get to choose from two 
1.6-litre turbocharged 
Ecoboost petrol units rated 
at either 150 or 180PS, both 
managing the same torque 
figure of 240Nm. The entry- 
level petrol model is available 
in front-wheel drive guise 
with a manual gearbox, but 
the 177bhp version is sold 
exclusively as an all-wheel 
drive chassis with the 
Powershift automatic gear¬ 
box. 

All Kuga models get a 
quick and well-weighted 
electrically assisted steering 
system, although the strong 


self-centring action takes a 
little getting used to. 

Although Ford’s engineers 
deny it, the chassis of this 
model feels softer than the 
first generation car, so the 
ride is better, but there’s not 
that same puppyish attitude 
as before. Call it part of the 
growing up process. The 
four-wheel drive system 
lends the Kuga a modicum 
of off-road ability but it 
comes into its own on road 
when pedalling the car quite 
hard. 

The styling of the latest 
Kuga utilises an evolutionary 
look. Even if you’d never 
seen one before, the shape 
of the windows, the head¬ 
lights and the rising belt line 
is all quite similar to its pre¬ 
decessor, which is no bad 
thing as that car was always 
one of the best-looking mod¬ 
els in its class. As before, it’s 
based on Focus underpin¬ 
nings, but this one has a 
much larger task ahead of it. 

The extra 81 mm of length 
and some cleverer packag¬ 
ing solutions mean that this 
Kuga is properly spacious for 
four or five passengers, 


although the lack of occa¬ 
sional sixth and seventh 
seats may see it stripped 
from some lists. There’s 
decent headroom all round, 
rear leg room is good too; 
certainly better than you’d 
get in a five-door Focus. The 
new car’s additional length is 
largely accounted for by lug¬ 
gage space. The old car had 
410-litres of space available 
but even with the rear seats 
in their fully reclined position, 
there’s 438-litres in the latest 
car. Put the seats to a more 
upright position and you get 
up to 481 -litres. 

As you might expect, petrol 
power is the cheapest way 
into Kuga ownership. The 
entry-level 150PS unit mated 
with 2WD costs around 
£21,000 - about £1,500 less 
than the comparable diesel. 
Petrol buyers do get the 
option of AWD and auto 
transmission, but it only 
comes packaged up with the 
pokier 180PS version of the 
EcoBoost engine at a 
£2,700 premium that many 
of them won’t want to pay. 

Kuga’s all-turbocharged 
engine line-up now manages 


to return efficiency running 
cost figures far better than 
those of rivals like Honda’s 
CR-V, Land Rover’s 
Freelander or Vauxhall’s 
Antara, thanks to petrol 
engine fuel economy gains of 
up to 25 per cent and diesel 
engine fuel economy 
improvements of up to 10 
per cent. 

The difference between 
these two figures is mainly 
down to the fact that at the 
launch of this second gener¬ 
ation Kuga, it was only the 
petrol engines that benefitted 
from an Auto-Start-Stop sys¬ 
tem able to automatically cut 
the engine when it’s not 
needed, say when stuck in 
traffic or waiting at the lights. 
As a result, the 150PS 1.6- 
litre petrol unit with front- 
wheel drive achieves 
42.8mpg on the combined 
cycle and 139g/km C02. 
These figures fall to 36.7mpg 
and 179g/km if you go for 
this petrol engine in 180PS 
form mated to AWD and 
automatic transmission. 

The Ford Kuga does 
enough to appeal right now. 
It’s good-looking, spacious, 


well-priced and drives well. 
It’s a little different in its 
emphasis than before, feel¬ 
ing a bit more grown-up than 
its predecessor and riding a 
whole lot better. The thing is, 
perhaps Ford’s continuity 
with this vehicle has been 
taken a little too far. Is it the 
big bold step that Land 
Rover achieved with its 
Evoque? Maybe not. Ford 
will point to the fact that the 
Kuga is much cheaper and 
they’d have a point, but the 
inevitable result of trying to 
build one vehicle for many 
markets is that the extremity 
of design inevitably gets 


Kuga 

watered down. 

So while it’s not quite as 
exciting as some may have 
hoped for, there can be little 
doubt that the latest Kuga is 
a better vehicle than its suc¬ 
cessful predecessor. The 
1.6-litre EcoBoost petrol 
engine will make sense for 
lower mileage buyers and 
value-wise, it slots into a 
price point that offers clear 
air between the best of the 
Koreans and competitors like 
the Audi Q3 and the Range 
Rover Evoque. In other 
words, it looks like reprising 
the old car’s success all over 
again.

Cold comfort

I T’S the same every winter. Cars in ditches. 
Calls for more gritting. Queues at pathetic 
speeds on the snow. Another year. Another 
generation of motorists inadequately prepared 
for the season. 

How do we cope? By all going out and 
buying SUVs and 4x4s? Not necessarily. 

Even if we could all afford to do that, it would¬ 
n’t necessarily solve the problem. There are, 
after all, plenty of circumstances where an 
ordinary Ford Fiesta will cruise easily up an icy 
slope that would defeat a Land Rover 
Discovery - if the Ford was on the right tyres. 

There’s a bewildering choice of winter rub¬ 
ber on the market. Where to start? Perhaps 
with the state-of-the-art. Dunlop’s latest 
WinterSport 4D tyre is a high performance 
design that sits above the more family-orien¬ 
tated SP Winter Response tyre in the compa¬ 
ny’s range. It claims to move the market for 
winter tyres to a new dimension - so I flew to 
arctic Sweden to try it. 

The reasons why are to be found in the 
unique technology of this new rubber and its 
clever ‘4D sipe’ system. A ‘sipe’, you’d be 
forgiven for not knowing, is an ultra-thin 
groove made in the tyre’s tread that enhances 
both traction and grip. The 3D sipes on 
Dunlop’s previous WinterSport design were 
already enough to win it a whole clutch of 
awards and adding the fourth ‘4D’ transversal 
sipe that gives this tyre its name makes all the 
difference - more contact with the road and 
greater lateral performance and grip. 

Putting this tyre to the test back-to-back 
with competitors on the frozen lake that 
Dunlop had laid on near the central Swedish 
town of Are would, I was confident, properly 
test the technology and give me a greater 
insight into the real benefits of winter rubber. 



Both front and rear-driven cars, Audi A3s and 
BMW 3 Series models, had been provided for 
the purpose, with the Audis first up on a 
frozen ice oval track. Our first test pitted cars 
with the new 4D against others using Dunlop 
Winter tyre technology two decades old, our 
hosts wanting to underline just how far this 
market has come in the last twenty years. 

The point was well made, the Audis shod 
with more modern rubber turning in quicker 
and sliding much less than their counterparts. 

But next was the crucial test: a fleet of rear- 
driven BMW 3 Series saloons fitted with 
WinterSport 4Ds, the others featuring the 
best alternative winter tyres that competitors 
Michelin and Pirelli could offer. First I tried a 
car with Pirellis which slid and oversteered 
luridly. The Michelin-shod 318d I tried next 
was better but the car fitted with the Dun lops 
comprehensively out-pointed it. Turn-in was 
sharper, lateral grip was more reassuring and 
even when the car broke away from you, it 
was easier to bring it back into line. 

These conditions are exactly what the 
majority of British motorists attempt to use 
summer tyres in several times every winter, 
putting themselves, their loved ones and 
other road users at risk. It’s about time we all 
thought a bit more carefully about it - for safe¬ 
ty’s sake.

Final bow for sacked Sturrock 
as Brown is made Blues boss 


Southend United 


PHIL Brown has been appointed 
manager by Southend United fol¬ 
lowing the sacking of Paul Sturrock 
over the weekend. 

The 5 3-year-old, who has been in 
charge of Derby County, Hull City 
and Preston North End, has signed 
a deal that will keep him at Roots 
Hall until the end of the 2014/15 
season. 

He will take charge of Southend’s 
next two league games against 
Bradford City on Friday and Fleet- 
wood Town on Monday, before 
Sturrock returns to take charge of 
the Shrimpers’ Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy final clash against Crewe 
Alexandra on April 7. 

Sturrock took over the Shrimpers 
following their relegation from 
Feague One in 2010, and went 
close to leading them back there the 
following season but lost in the 
play-offs to Crewe. 

Blues lie two places outside the 


Feague Two play-off places, but 
have only taken just five points 
from the last available 18. 

Their poor form at Roots Hall has 
also affected their promotion push 
in recent months, with only two 
wins in their last nine league games 
there. 

Brown said: “I’m delighted to 
have been given the opportunity 
here at Southend and it’s a chal¬ 
lenge I’m really looking forward to. 

“We’ve got seven league games 
between now and the end of the 
season, hopefully we can put a win¬ 
ning run together and give our¬ 
selves a chance of reaching the 
play-offs. 

“We’ve got a few days of training 
between now and the game against 
Bradford that will give me a chance 
to look at the players. 

Blues chairman Ron Martin 
released a statement on the club’s 
website over the weekend explain¬ 
ing that Sturrock, whose contract 
was due to run out at the end of the

season, would be leaving the club 
with immediate effect. 

Martin explained promotion for 
the club ‘has always been the first 
priority’, but also personal senti¬ 
ment had led him to ask Sturrock to 
lead the team out at Wembley. 

Martin said: “They say ‘there is 
no sentiment in football’. I do not 
agree, we are all human and have to 
understand the emotions influenced 


by our decisions. 

“The decisions here are driven by 
the wider interests of Southend 
United, its success and growth 
whilst remaining conscious of what 
is fair and just. These may not be 
sentiments common to football but 
it is the way I want this club to be 
run. 

“I have suggested to Paul he leads 
the team out and manages them at 
Wembley. He has earned that privi¬ 
lege and agreed.” 

Martin added: “ We came up 
short last season in the play-offs 
and the recent results against rela¬ 
tively low league teams such as 
Accrington Stanley, Barnet, Wim¬ 
bledon, Plymouth and Torquay, 
have not been good enough. 

“Promotion has always been the 
first priority and the manager has 
always known that. 

Southend will travel to Bradford 
on Good Friday, kick-off at 3pm, 
and host Fleetwood on Monday, 
kick-off at 1pm. 


Hammers secure Olympic Stadium 


West Ham United 


WEST Ham United have been confirmed as the 
Olympic Stadium’s long-term anchor tenants 
from 2016/17. 

The Mayor of Fondon and chair of the Fon- 
don Fegacy Development Corporation (FFDC), 
Boris Johnson, and Newham Mayor, Sir Robin 
Wales made the announcment last Friday. 

The Hammers, who will have a 99-year lease, 
will move into the stadium in summer 2016, 
after it is transformed into a UEFA Category 4 
venue with 54,000 seats. 

Transformation works will include a new 
roof, corporate areas, toilets, concessions and 
retractable seating. 

West Ham will contribute £15million, 
Newham Council will invest £40million and the 
Government has agreed to provide additional 
support of up to £25million should it be 
required once the tenders are returned. 

In a statement, joint chairmen, David Sullivan 
and David Gold, said: “It’s fantastic for every¬ 
one at West Ham United that at last all the club’s 
hard work over the past three years has paid off. 
Since we came to West Ham in 2010 we have 


had a vision to really take the club forward so 
West Ham United can compete on the pitch at 
the highest level. 

“Today’s decision offers us a real platform to 
do this and we are fully committed to making it 
a real success. We understand the responsibili¬ 
ties that come with calling the nation’s iconic 
Olympic Stadium, which will be converted into 
a world-class football stadium, our new home. It 
is an honour we will take on with pride.” 

Feyton Orient chairman Barry Hearn issued 
proceedings in the High Court against the 
FFDC earlier this month for a judicial review in 
relation to the Olympic Stadium. 

The claim relates to the bidding process, in 
which Orient believe they should have been 
‘teamed’, meaning they should have been con¬ 
sidered for a joint tenancy with the Irons. 

At the time Hearn said: “I was concerned that 
this was a done deal for West Ham before the 
bidding began, but the fact that both clubs had 
to commit to teaming made me believe that we 
were getting involved in a fair process. Howev¬ 
er, the FFDC have not stuck by their own rules 
and have left Orient with no option but to chal¬ 
lenge their decision in the Courts.”

Southend ease relegation fears with gritty win

A WET and muddy pitch bought the 
best out of Southend on a cold and 
bracing afternoon at Warners Bridge 
as they beat Canterbury 19-11 to lift 
themselves clear of the relegation 
zone. 

With all but two games in Nation¬ 
al Two South postponed, Southend 
were able to play one of their games 
in hand and apply pressure to teams 
at the end of the league and they 
were tremendous. 

After early kicks from Robert 
Kirby, Chris Vaughan touched down 
for 10-3 after good play from 
Bradley Burr, with Kirby kicking 
the extras, and followed that up with 
a penalty for 16-3.

Southend were handling the con¬ 
ditions better than Canterbury with 
everyone playing his part and it was 
not long before they forced another 
penalty. Kirby found the target again 


for 16-3. 

Browne narrowed the deficit to 
16-6. A change into dry shirts for 
the second half did nothing to 
change the flow of the game with 
Southend continuing to dominate. 
Kirby added another penalty just 
after the restart to make it 19-6 with 
Southend determined to play most 
of their rugby in Canterbury’s half of 
the field. 

Eventually Canterbury did force 
their way upfield and managed to 
get the ball over the Southend try 
line but Browne missed the difficult 
conversion and the score moved on 
to 19-11 where it remained till the 
final whistle. A fine display by the 
gallant Southend troops took them 
up to 41 points for the season so far 


and up to 10th in the table. 

Elsewhere in National Three Fon¬ 
don & South East, Thurrock lost lb- 
27 to Barnes. 

Chingford lost 73-0 at Fondon 
One North leaders Bury St 
Edmunds, while Brentwood went 
down 33-5 at Ruislip and a home 
win was awarded to Colchester over 
Basildon.

Line your kitchen caddy with a compostable 
food waste liner and fill it with food waste. 

Step When full, tie up the compostable liner and put 
it in your blue collection bin. 

Step Lock your blue collection bin and keep it out of 
direct sunlight. 

Present your blue collection bin weekly on your 
collection day. 

Step 4 If you run out of compostable liners, place your 
hanger on the handle of your blue collection 
bin and a new roll will be delivered to you. 

Additional hangers can be collected from a 
number of outlets (from the 1 st July 2013). 




Residents will start to receive regular deliveries of compostable food waste liners 
later in the year, but can request additional liners as and when required, by using 
the hanger (please note this service will commence 1 st July 2013).
